NORTH SIDE TOWN TICKETs. 

Tu the Editor af The Tribune. 
Chico, March 31.—Very few people under- 
stand the real issues in the Town of North Chicago, 
and suppose there are a number of tickets in the 
field, when there are really but two. As no state- 
‘ment has yet appeared, I have written out a histury 
of the several tickets and the efforts for trué re- 
form made. Having had an opportunity to exam-

Her Suit Against Her Bungling Lawyers. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, March 31.—The Supreme Court 
has reversed the decision of the lower Court, 
and grants Lucca a new trial of the suit against 
her former lawyers, Richard 8. Newcombe and 
David Leventritt, whom she employed to pro- 
cure her a divorce from Count Von Rhade. The 
attorneys professed to have fulfilled their agree- 
ment, and gave Lucca her divorce-papers, 
whereupon che remarried. Von Rhade after- 


ward turned up, and had the judgment against 


him set aside because of ‘gross legal irregulari- 
ties. Chief-Justice Davis, who writes the opin- 
jon of the general term, gives warning and ad- 
He says the 
evidence tended strongly to show, first, that all 
these irregularities were unknown to the Baron- 
ess Von Wallhofen at the time the certified 
copy of the judfiment was presented to her by 
the respondent, and that she made payment of 
the $2,000 under the agreement believing it had 
been fully performed by the defendants, and 
that ber divorce was effectual and complete. 
She was afterwards married to her present hus- 
band, and at such marriage che respondents 
were witnesses. This state of facts tends con- 
clustvely to show that at the time the $2,000 
were paid onthe agreement the respondents 


were not entitled to receive any portion of it, 


and that the appellant paid it in good faith, be- 
lieving that the agreement had been fully per- 
formed. The law requires that every attorney 
and counsellor shall possess and use adequate 
skill, and that he shall employ itin every case, 
according to the importance and intricacy of the 
case, and if the case miscarries in consequence 
of culpable neglect or gross ignorance of the 
attorney, he can recover no compensation: for 
the services which he bas rendered, but which 
were useless to his cliem by reason of, his 
neglect or ignorance. Ignorance of ‘the 
laws and rules of practice on the part of attor- 
uc ys, or negligence in conforming to them in 
obtaining judgments are altogether inexcus- 
able. Such ignorance and negligence. subject 
attorneys: to actions for injuries which their 
clients may sustain. In these days, when law- 
yers are made with such easy and rapid facility, 
their unfortunate clients ought not to be de- 
prived of such protection as the right of action 
lor malpractice can secure. 

In respect to the introduction of proof before 
the referee of adulteries committed long 
alter the action was commenced ,it ts a 
mild form of description to 6ay that 
the act of the attorney was a gross irregularity. 
Upon the question of actionable negligence or 
ignorance of tife attorneys there was abundance 
oi evidence to require ihe statement of the case 
tothe jury. There was proof of very heavy ex- 
pense in court by the appellant bv reason of 
guch negligence. The general term of the 
Court reverses Judge Donohue’s order dismiss- 
ing the Baroness Von Wallhofen's complaint, 
and directs a new trial of the case.

The Times leader says: We cannot but see 
Turkey in the background behind all these fair 
arrangements of the Powers, so much depends 
on what the Porte will do or decline to do, 
and. Russian disarmament is promised in 
expectation of so many things which may not 
easily be fulfilled. On the contrary, the domi- 
nant feeling in. Constantinople is still defiance. 
in their present temper, the two Empires’ sug- 
gestion of negotiations for common disarma- 
ment to be.carried on by the Turkish delegate 
at St. Petersburg 

DOES NOT APPEAR PROMISING. 

It may be said that the success or failure of 
this new attempt at pacification must be decided 
at Constantinople. The Government is in cir- 
cumstances fully justified in sénding out Mr. 
Layard. The Turks are full of animosity against 
Russia, and distrust of Russia’s seeming abet- 
tors may be even less reasonable than three 
months ago. Many ifiterpret Russia's overtures as 
signs of püsillanimity and weakness. Layard 
has had experience of the-Turks, and perhaps 
there is no Englishman to whom they would 
more readily listen. To him and the other 
Ambassadors we must look to impress on the 
Porte the expediency of doing nothing which 
may be represented as nullifying the protocol. 
A PERA DISPATCH 8 
explains the changes in the Constantinople gar- 
rison. It says: The garrison exhibited symp- 
toms of sympathy with the seditious Softas, and 
is being gradually removed and replaced by 
recruits from Syria and other remote provinces 
—uncouth, wild-looking men on whose readiness 
to fire Government thinks it can rely. There 
are many Turks, as well as Christians, who only 
look for a chance of safety in foreign interven- 
tion.”*

THE RUSSIAN ARMY. 

The following is received from Kischeneff: 
Gen. Skobeleif has been nominated Commander 
of the four corps which form the first line. 

Conceatration towards the frontier is ordered 
to be complete by the 8th of April. If the Rus- 
sians cross the Roumanian frontier, they intend 
to claim the hospitality of the Roumanians as 
little as possible. They will bring wooden bar- 
racks to accommodate a large portion of the 
army. 

THE BULGARIAN COMMITTEE 
sent to the Russian headquarters a list of Bul- 
garians who might be employed in the civil ad- 
ministration of Bulgaria in case the Russians 
enter. Ivanoff himself is to have a prominent 
position. 

A general movement of the Russian troops is 
observable in consequence of orders for concen- 
tration. News from Kischeneff is generally a 
few days later than the political news, hence, 
probably, the simultaneous publication of the 
warlike rumors and signing of the protocol.

This order first originated in Meadville, Pa., in 
1868. The word Ancient has no reférence to 
the age of the order, but refers to one of the 

rinciples it teaches: That every man should 
ead a life of usefulness, which principle is 
as ancient. as Creation itselt. The word Work- 
man“ is used in the sense that every man 
should be a workman, carnestly workin 
for the good of his country and the wel- 
fare of his fellowman. The word “United” 
signifies that all its members should be united 
in assisting to carry out the objects of the 
Order, which are: To encoarage useful industry; 
to stimulate mental and moral culture; to pro- 
mote fraternity and philanthrophy; to render 
mutual assistance to each other; to protect and 
relieve the widows and orphans of deceased 
members; and at the death of a. member, to 
pay the sum of $2,000 to the person he may, 
while living, rect, whether it be his aged and in- 
firm mother, his sister, his widow, or his orphans, 
This amount is raised by making an assessment 
of $l each upon all the remaining members of 
the Order, but no assessment can be called for 
as long as there remains in the treasury $2,000 
belonging to the Beneticiary fund. 

The laws of the Order provide that when a 
State Grand Lodge has under its jurisdiction 
2,000 or more metubers, it may be set apart as a 
separate jurisdiction so far as the management 
of its own beneficiary fund is concerned. After 
being thus set apart, it only pays upon the 
death of those Who are members in such State. 
Tuey also provide that where such State is set 
apart there must be 2,000 or more members re- 
maining under the jurisdiction of the Supreme 
Lod 


ge. 

Tne Supreme Lodge of the Order was insti- 
tuted in February, 1573, at which time there 
were Grand Lodges in Pennsylvania, Ohio, and 
Kentucky, and the combined membership was 
1.340 

The second annual session of the Supreme 
Lodge was held in Pittsburg, Pa., at which time 
six Grand Lodges were represented, three hay- 
ing been added during the year, namely: Indi- 
ana, lowa, and New York. The combined mem- 
bership was then 4,100, of whom 2,300 were in 
Pennsylyania. In July the membership had in- 
creased to 4,800 members, and Pennsylvania was 
set apart as a separate jurisdiction, having 2,300 
mem under the Supreme Lodge, 

The third annual session was held in March, 
1875, at Indianapolis. The membership under 
e had increased to 5, Oauio 
having 2,400 was set apart as a separate juris- 
diction. The membership in Pennsylvania had 
increased to 3,000, making a totai in the Order 
of 8,000 members. : 

The fourth annual session was held Marc 
1876, at Covington, Ky. A Grand Lodge 
been instituted in Illinois during the year.

laughed at; reduction of taxes was bur- 
lesqued ; and day after day the appropriations 
‘were enlarged, increased taxes were levied, 
and public credit was weakened. At last there 
was an awakening of public interest. Public 
indignation wasexcited.

In vain did the public appeal and

Mayor Hzarn's personal statement about 


the relations between ‘him and Superintend- 
ent Hionxzr should be read by every voter 
who has’ listened to the prejudicial gossip 
which Mr. Hicxxr's personal enemies have set 
on foot. The statement is clear, straightfor- 
ward, and manly, and places both Harn

When Mr. Heart assumed the office of 
Mayor last summer, he. encountered a most 
embarrassing and lamentable condition of 
things. Not only was the city plunged into 
debt, unlawfully contracted and represent- 
ing extravagant and corrupt expenditures, 
but the employes for the several departments 
had not been paid for months. It was use- 
less to expect faithful and efficient service 
from men under these conditions, and yet 
the city’s credit was in such. a condition that 
money could not be borrowed, temporarily, in 
a lawful way. to relieve the situation.

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CANADIAN ANNEXATION. 

The Toronto Globe has received a dispatch 
from London, which was printed in our 
last issue, to the effect that Prof. Gotpwin 
Surra has written an article in the Fort- 
nightly Review, a leading organ of English 
opinion, devoted to proving the desirability 
of a union of Canada with the United States, 
and setting forth the economical, political, 
commercial, and diplomatic advantages of 
such an annexation. Although the time is 
not yet ripe for such a union, the day is 
coming when the subject will be taken up 
and discussed very fully and freely. When 


our domestic matters are settled; when the 


Southern question is so completely laid at 
rest that the South bears the same relation 
to the Union as the East and the West ; 
when we have corrected those political 
methods which now lead us into danger at 
every Presidential election; when we have 
reformed the evils of our Civil-Service sys- 
tem, and the administration of the Gov- 
ernment commends itself more favorably 
to our neighbors, thén this movement fore- 
shadowed by Goxtpwimy Smita will com- 
mé@nce to take deep root in Canada. For 
some time past there has been no 
disposition on the part of the mother coun- 
try to prevent or oppose such a scheme. 
Since the close of the War the English have 
realized as the) never did before the ability 
of the American Republic to improvise a 
vast army capable of meeting the armies of 


any Power in Europe, not excepting Ger- 


many or Russia, and appreciate how useless 


it would be for Great Britain to try and de- 


fend Canada in case of a rupture. It was 
this knowledge that formed the cogent argu- 
ment in settling the Alabama case. Canada 
is their vulnerable point. The rest of their 
territory is isolated, and so surrounded by 
water as to be easily guarded by their fleets, 
which are vastly stronger than ours. 
They virtually admit that, while, Canada 
holds her prescu relations, they are under 
bonds to keep the peace, and that while we 
are in a position to strike their territory at 
any time they must succumb to our de- 
mands. They cannot defend Canada, and 
all that the Canadians could do would be 
feeble and impotent against a giant Republic 
with ten times their fighting power. Hither- 
to the Canadians themselves have declined 
any closer political alliance with us 
for several good reasons. In the 
first place, they were always violent 


opponents of slavery, and they not only will- 


ingly but cordially made their country the 
terminus of the Underground Railway, and 
offered protection and hospitality to the fugi- 
tives that sought them in their flight from 
Southern task-masters ; in the second place, 
it could not be expected that they would not 
be eager to unite themselves with a Republic 
so constantly excited and harassed, and in 
such frequent hazard of disruption, owing to 
the unsettled condition of questions growing 
out of the War. There is, however, no 
doubt of the fact that when our affairs have 
become permanently settled this union will 
be of benefit both to them and to us. 

The points made by Gotpwin Smrru, es- 
pecially the assertion that the market of the 
Canadians is here, are undoubtedly true. The 
economical advantages would be immense. 
It woulji save the enormous expense of main- 
taining Custom- Houses all along the border to 
prevent smuggling. It would cheapen every- 
thing on both sides. Instead of being a menace 
to England, it would increase the friends of 
England by incorporating with the Americans 
who are not hostile tothe English thousands 
of Canadians who have the warmest friend- 
ship for them and are attached to them by 
ties of blood and religion. As a matter of 


| fact Canada is already partially annexed to 


this country. Every year she has more and 
more foliowed American systems, methods, 
and ideas. Her commercial, railroad, and 
canal systems are devised with reference to 
our trade. Montreal is substantially an out- 
let of American commerce. She is graduaily 
assimilating everything to our standard ; and 
just so long as this process goes on she is 
being gradually absorbed and in substance 
is annexing herself to us. She is already 
three-fourths the way into the Republic. 
Just so soon as we perfect our system so 
that they will feel it for their interest to 
come in, the slender ligament connecting 
them with England will be severed. The 
movement will progress in a natural way. 
Except in case of a war with England there 
is no dispesition upon the part of the Amer- 
icans to seize Canada or to annex her against 
her will. The natural current of events will 
bring Canada into the United States. Noth- 
ing can hinder it.

The following table of the election in Chica- 
go last fall shows the relative strength of 
parties by two tests.

Your correspondent tien proceeded to Sny- 
der’s resiaence. His wile appeared at the door, 
and stopped outside, closing the door. After 
passing the compliments of the day, we inquired 
tor Mr. Snyder. The wife replied he was not 
at home; that he would not return from the 
city before dark.

The projectors of the League 
Alliance plan, however, evidently under- 
took to saddle clubs adopting the ex- 
periment with as féw contract obligat ons, 
to the League, as possible. Your view of what is 
right in the matter is entirely sound, and no doubt 
the clubs of the League and of the Alliance will, 
by mutual agreement, assume mutual obligations, 
completely covering all such points when the 
League holds its next annual meeting.

THE TURF. 
SOME 


SPEEDY YOUNGSTERS. 
Now that it has been definitely settled that colt 


races are to become a feature of the trotting turf, | 


and the announcement of several events of this 
character have been made, it will be of interest to 
review the previous performances of the horses 
most likely to participate in these races, in order 
that the public may form its own idea of their 
chances of success. To those who have not here- 
tofore taken much interest in this particular 
branch of trotting, it may be said thatthe colt 
races differ in almost every particular from con- 
tests between aged horses, and are interesting 
chiefly to breeders, in searchof facts and ideas re- 
garding the différent strains of trotting blood; the 
general public attending them merely out of curiosi- 
ty to see what baby trotters can do, and witneas, per- 
haps, something extraordinary in the way of speed. 

Nearly all the Associations: that have dabbled at 
all in colt races this year have arranged purses for 
3, 4, and 5-year-olds, this programme having been 
mapped out by the National Association of Trot- 


ting-Horse Breeders, which holds its meeting Sept. 


18. The Associations at Buffalo and Fleetwood 
Pirk will give parses of $1,000 each for 3, 4, and 
5-year-olds, in conrection with their regular sum- 
mer meetings, and tlie Turf, Field, and Farm pa- 
per, of New York, has opened two Stakes for foals 
of 1873 and 1874, to be trotted between the let and 
10th days of September, 1877, over some track in 
tne vicinity of New York City. -In regard to this 
searon’s %-year-olds, it is, of course, impossible 
to say anything. as none of them have ever appear- 
ed in public, and, in fact, the majority have not at 
present been broken to harness. The 5:year-olds 
that appeared as ~-year-olds last season are not 
numerous. and unworthy of detailed mention, as 
they did nothing on which an estimate of their 
probable capacity could be based. Of tne 4-ycar- 
olds, all that have 80 far appeared and are worthy 
of mention own hentucky as their home, since in 
other States the colt fever has not made its appear- 
ance. These comprise Waveland Chief, Honor, 

Whoinosa Centen nial, Keen Jim, Aldine, Cygnet, 

and Romance. 

The first is a black stallion, sired by that popular 
rogenitor of fast younyeters, Kricsson, the same 
hat produced Eric, with the fastest 4-year-old 

record, and recently sold to Robert Bonner. The 

Aug of Waveland Chief was by Pilot, Jr. The Chief's 

Arst and only appearance was in the 34-year-old 

race at Lexington last season, in which be won the 

second heat ih 2:35. and was beaten in the third, 
fourth, and fifth heats by a neck only, the winner 
being Keen Jim. 

Hon is a chestnut colt. by Belmont out of 
Glory, by Jacksons Western Star, and was re- 
markably well thought of by the blue-grass gentry 
last year, — rather unfortunate in his public 
performances. H@came out as a 2-year-old. but 
was beaten in his only race by Woomosa. At Lex- 
ington Ast year he won a race for 3-year-olds 
over a fine field. including Aldine and Cygnet. He 
also defeated Woomosa at Cynthiana, Ky., ina 
hotly-contested race. At the Breeders“, Centennial 
Mecting he was out of form, and in the 3-year-old 
race was distanced by Aldine in the tiret heat. 

Woomosa is a big-gaited filly, by Woodford Mam- 
brino, and was brought out by those snécessefal 
horsemen, the Macey Bros. She captared two 
races in her 2-year-old form, and as a 3-year-old ’ 


was beaten by Honor and Aldime, trotting second 


to the latter at the Philade!paia meeting. 

Perhaps the mest sensational 3-year-old of last 
season was the roan colt Centennial, by Sentinel. 
He won a race in slow time as a 2-yeur-old, and 
during the same season was defeated by Cygnet. 
Last year he appeared but once, this being at Lex- 
ington Oct. 18, in which race he met Romance, 
Waveland Chief, Woomosa, Cygnet. and Keen 
Jim. Like many precocious trotters, Centennial 
is inclined to de lich ty, and in this race began to 
waltz when the word was given, and was distanced 
in the first heat. The result of this race so ex- 
asperated his owner, who knew the merit of the 
colt, that on the following day he was driven a 

ublic trial in 2: 264,—a performance which made 
he owners of other 3-year-oids feel happy that he 
was behind the banner on the preceding day. If 
his inclination to do more runring than trotting 
can be overcome, Centennial should be the crack 
4-year-old this season, as he is probably the 
epeediest of the lot and can trot all day. 

Keen Jim is a roan gelding that madc his first ap- 
pearance at Harroasburg, Ky., last sum mer in a 
race against Oddfcliow and was aten in two 
straight heats. At Cynthiana he met Aldine, Ken- 
tucky Star, Romance, and Woomosa, and was dis- 
tanced in the third heat, he having pulled off one 
of his toe weights, owing tothe mud. At the Lex- 
ington meeting he met a strong field in the 3-year- 
old race, and won the third, fourth, and fifth 
—— his pfincipal opponent being Waveland 

ef. 

Aldine has received the benefit of considerable 
advertising, as have ail of Almont's colts, but, to do 
her justice, she deserved it. Her first appearance 
last year was a¢ Legington in a race 
against Mattie Price, Kehtucky Star, Cygnet, 
and Honor, Aldine being driven by B. J. Treacy, 
who pursued his usual tactics of trying to distance 
the field in the first heat, and lost the race in con- 
sequence, it being won by Honor. At Cynthiana 
the same style of drfving was followed, aud a de- 
feat was the result, Komance. being the victor: 
She next — at the Breeders’ Centennial 
Meeting, and won her race handily in 2:40, 2:40. 

Cygnet is a chestnut-colored granddaughter of 
Hambletonian, and began her turf career in her 
seth by beating a field of aged horses at 
a cofiairy fair. During the same year she defeated 
Centennial. At 3 years of age she trotted at 
Frankfort 
place, owing to tender feet. She has trotted a 
quarter in 34 seconds, and is bred to stay, tracing 
back on her dam's side to Pilot, Jr. 

The black filiy Romance was bred by that enthu- 
siastic horseman R. 8. Veech, and combines the 
Mambrino and Golddust strains of blood. She won 
at Cynthiana last year over a slow track, and later, 
ma race with aged horses, showed good form an 
speed. Other creditable performances made her a 
favorite at the Lexingion meeting, but she failed 
to fulfill the expectation of her friends, being badly 
out of form. 

First among the 5-year-olds that are likelp to 
make a 1 appearance this year is Sadie 1. 2 
mare comparatively unknown breeding, that 
astonished the country last year by winning the 4 
year-old race at the Breeder's Centennial Meeting,

His great- 
est triumph, however. was at Lexington, Oct _ 
when he won the best year- old race ever trotted, 
defeating Erie and dim. The.first-named won the 
first heat in 2:28, the best 4-year-old time on 
record, and the second in 2:33K, Woodfdrd Chief 
making a bad break, He won the third, fourth, 
and fifth heats, howevet, in 2:51%4, 2:314, 2:31: 
the last quarter of the fifth heat being trotted in 
34% seconds—a 2:18 gait. Woodford Chief has 
winiered well, and it will take clever 5-year-olds 
to beat him. : 

Girl K. Queen ig a dark-brown mare by Mambri- 
no Patchen, out of a mare by Dixie, and was bred 
by Dr. Herr. the well-known Kentucky horseman. 
She made her first publid appearance at Lexington 
in the fall of 1875 in a race for 3-yearolda. She 
was confronted by a fine -field, but won the race 
after a hard contest, —trotting the fourth heat in 
2:3344. and the fiith in (2:35. She appeared at 
the Philadelphia meeting last year, but won noth- 
ing, being out of form. 

A mare that-may make her appearance in some 
of the 5-year old contests this year is Miranda, 
by Messenger Duroc, Sheisafull sister to Proa- 
pero, and has been in several colt races without 
much success. 

The 5-year old atallion, Happy Thought, by Hap- 
py Medium, should be a good one, unless he has 
gone back on his 4-year old form, in which he 
trotted a half mile in 1:08. He has performed 
creditably in public, winning a 1-year old race at 
Hartford in 1874. ; 

Another good one, and, in fact, considered by 
many to be the best 4-ydar-old in the country, is 
the chestnut gelding Edward, by Fiske's Hambie- 
tonian Star. ele is owned by O'Brien & Co., of 
Flint, Mich., and in his 4-year-old from last sea- 
son trotted several.creditabdle races, his most nota- 
ble performance being in the 2:35 race at the Dex- 
ter Fark meeting, when he trotted third to Gov. 
Sprague ahd Mambrino Kate, beating such good 
ones as George Judd, Susie Ross, Quarry Boy, 
Gen. McArthur. and Frank- Myers. e hag not 
received the best of handling, but, even with this 
disudvantaye, should prove a hard castomer in 5- 
year-old contests. i 

Among the other 5-year olds, that are liable 
to make it warm for the best of them, but whose 
performances thus far do not entiéle them to a 
separate consideration, are Montezuma, by Ed- 
ward Everett; Consul; by Almont; Belle Hewitt, 
by Belmont; and Post Boy, by Magic. 

THE NEW ORLEANS MEETING, 

While the trotting-horse nien have been busy ar- 
ranging pins for the campaign of 1877, the lovers 
of the thoroughbred have not been idle, and there 
is every indication,that the present season will be 
one of the most successful and brilliant 
ever known. Although -the weather in this 
vicinity for the past four months has been 
of themost unfavorable character so far as the 
preparation of running horses is concerned, the 
reverse has been the case in the South, where the 
winter has been one of the best for preliminary 
work ever known. In Kentucky alone, over 25 
horses have been in training, and 80 far as known, 
the great majority of them will come to the post 
in high form. Some weeks ago an effort was made 
toform a racing circuit to be composed of the 
associations constituting the Octolateral, but as ite 
principal advocate was a New York sporting paper 
that looked only at the prospective advertising, it 
fell through, as it deserved to. 

The first meeting of the year is that of the Lovisi- 
ana Jockey Club, which begins at New Orleans 
April 7 and continues four days. A large number 
of horses have wintered in New Orleans, including 
that of Mike Welch, wholhasin charge the Chica- 
go horses Aramis and The Nipper. The three 
stakes, the Pickwick, Post, and Cottrill, have 
filled weil, a large number of high-class horses 
having been entered, as ‘will te seen by the pro- 
gramme, and there is every indication that tne 
other events will be equally interesting, as of the 
numerous stables at New rleaus nearly all will be 
represented in the club pares, the entries to which 
ciose on the evening before they are run. The 
programme of the meeting and entries to the stable 
races, none of which has before been thade public, 
are as follows:

THE * TROTTING INSTINCT.” 

The business of breeding horses for the road and 
track has been followed by so many persons during 
the last five years that the supply of horses of this 
character is at present greatly in excess of the de- 
mand. This is no doubt due in a great degree to 
the hard times, which tell perhaps on the class of 
men that encourage turf sports and do not like to 
take anybody's dust when on the road more 
severely than on any other. All over the country 
during the past three years thousands of men have 


| been compeiled either to reduce their stock of fast 


roadsters or dispose of it altogether. This.thpow- 
ing on the market of so many’ fast horses, not 
many of which are fit for track purposes, has, of 
course, produced a tumble in prices, and a hprse 
that will lead the line“ on the road can 
now be purchased for -about one-fourth 
the money, that would have been re- 
quired in the days when everybody 
Was flash. This state of affairs has brought that 
rather high-toned class, the breeders, to their 
senses, gnd they are beginning to realize that the 
raising of three-minute and two-forty horses does 
not pay. The only stock oul of which money can 
be made is that which can show three heats in 2:25 
or better, if fully matured, or a corresponding rate 
of speed if of tender age. 

In view of this state of affairs, it may not be un- 
interesting to ‘consider the different systems of 
breeding that ate being pursued, in order to show 
which promises to meet with the greatest success, 
A few years ago Mr. Henry N. Smith, at that time 
owner of Goldsmith Maid and Lucy, two of the 
fastest mares that ever trod a track, determined to 
invest some of his capital in a breeding farm. His 
idea was that, in order to produce trotters, the 
sires and dams must be gifted with speed. Acting on 
this idea he collected such mares as Lady Thorne, 
Lucy, Rosalind, Daisy Barns, Tilly, Big Mary. 
Belle Strickland, Idol, Le Blonde, and others that 
had acquired national celebrity on the track and 
obtained low records, for his dams, and placed the 
stallions Gen. Knox, sire of Lady Maude, record 
2:18. Camoro, record 2:10 K. and others, and 
Jay Gould, the horse that newer lost a race, and 
that acquired a record of 2:21%, at the head of the 
stud. e old school of breeders, who had gone 
along fot years on the principle that ‘*bload” 


constituted summum bonum, and that nothin 


else was to be thought of, ridiculed Mr. Smit 

and his theory. They argue that a mare that had 
trotted hard and fast races for several seasons 
must necessarily have lost much of the vitality 
that is so necessary in the production of healthy 
and weil-developed stock, and maintained that a 
stallion with a good pedigree and 

more liable to get trotters 

had vindicated his superiority 
in hard-fought contests. on track, * but 
whose family history and cincumstances had ever 
been inquired into. But the believers in the trot- 


‘ting instinct’ theory went right ahead regardless 


of this talk, and bred mares whose speed had been 
developed, to horses that had low records, and as 
a result they are now showing a lot of youngsters 
that are as superior to the greed colts, the 
ans of whose ancestors was never developed, as

One of the finest young horses in the country to- 
day is the 6-year-old stallian, King Philip, that 
won several races last season, and acquired a rec- 
ord or 2:20. He is by Jay Gould, the trotter. out 
of Lady Rogers, a whose record of 2:29 is no 
indication of her as it was obtained after 
she had broken dow’ in both hindlege. This mare, 
as a 4-year-old, trotted a mile, in the presence of 
reliable witnesses, better than 2:18; but 
was rendered unfit for campaign 
poses thereby, being one 
victims to the false system of early training.

The Sanctus also car- 
ried off an encore, as at the first performance, 
although a different audience was in attendance, 
and in all these respects the one concert was & 
repetition of the other. There was but little 
difference also in the singing of the 
chorus. The remarks which were made 
then wiil apply with equal force 
no. In comparing the two performances 
we should only say that the chorus, as might 
rationally be expected, hardly attacked the 
work withthe same eurnestness and enthu- 
siasm as at first, probably because feeling, more 
sure of it, there was not that incentive to effort. 
The difference, however, was not sufficiently ap- 
parent to lessen the enjoyment afforded by 
this strong, passionate, and dramatic music. 
There is nothing to note in the singing of the 
three soloists, Mrs. Thurston, Mr. Dexter, and 
Mr. Bergstein. They displayed precisely the same 
merits and demerits for which we have already 
given them credit. With Miss De Pelgrom we 
Cannot find the fault we found before. The 
tremolo quality which so distigured her singing 
in the first performance was not uased,—at least 
so little used as to amount to but little more 
than an indication. The result was avast im- 
provement. Her strong, rien voice came out 
with its admirable natural quality, and her sing- 
ing was marked with fine dramatic effect aud 
close adherence to the key. in the duet 
numbers this was particlarly noticea- 

ble. We do not see but one obstacle in the 
way of her success, and that is the quality of 
which we have spoken. Her effort the other 
evening shows that she can overcome it, and 
when that is done we can see no reason why she 
should not take a commanding position upon 
the concert stage or even aspire to higher 
flights. There is no doubt that the tremo/o, 
used in the proper place with judicious care and 
taste, may heighten vocal effect, but there 1s 
always the danger of its becoming a fix- 

ed habit. When that happens, no amount 
of effort can shake it off. ith this danger in 

view, the best use that can be made of it is to 
throw itaway. Miss De Pelgrom — remarka- 

ble vocal gifts, and there is no reaS®n why she 

should not take a very important posigion upon 
the lyric stage. Weare glad to knoW that the 
managers of the society are now contemplating 
a third performance of the Mass.

EASTER ELECTIONS. 
THE DIOCESAN CANON. 
Following is the corrected canon of the Epis- 
copal Church of Illinois, rerulating the Easter 
elections, which are to be held to-morrow: 


for the violation of other sections of the same 
law. Sec. 58, passed in 1784, reads thus: 

Brery person who shall be present at concert 
of music or other public diversion on 8 or on 
the evening thereof, shali be fined $4. 

Sec. 60, passed in 1872, provides; 

Every person who, between the hours of 12 
o'clock Saturday night and 12 o'clock Sunday night 
next following, shall —— open any room, place, 
or inclosure, or any building, or apy structure of 
any kind or description, in which it is reputed that 
intoxicating liquors are exposed for sale, or that 
any sports or games of chance are carried on or al- 
lowed, shall be fined 840. to be vaid to the town 
where the offense is committed, or imprisoned 
thirty days, or both. 

A number of South Norwalk’s citizens are ex- 
ercised in mind in regard to the possible enforce- 
ment of Sec. 62, passed in 1814: 

Every 12 or driver of any vehicle, not 
employed in carrying the United States mail, who 
shall allow any person to travel therein on Sunday, 
between sunrise and sunset, except from necessity 
or mercy, shall be fined $20.

fluous, and placiug the rest in harmony with the 
conditions in which the Holy Sce is situated.

While Monsignor Dupanloup’s suit 
on behalf of Joan of Arc has reached an ad- 
vanced stage, the Franciscans are diligently 
promoting the cause of Columbus, whom they 
claim as having a close connection with their 
Order. The Archbishop of Aquila, in a long 
letter to Pius IX., urges that Columbus has de-
